* Lehigh  and  the  Nationals 

Lehigh  is  the  only  eastern  school  that  has  esen  come 
close  to  winning  the  National  Intercollegiate  wrestling 
matches  and  that  was  in  1939  when  we  got  a second. 

Lehigh  has  had  five  National  wrestling  champions.  The 
first  was  in  1931  when  Engle  snagged  the  1 1 5 pound  crown. 
Ben  Bishop  (see  his  article  in  this  issue  on  Billy  Sheridan) 
captured  the  155  pound  title  in  1934.  Big  Howell  Scobey 
won  the  unlimited  crown  in  19.36.  Monk  Mathes  was  tops 
in  the  165  pound  division  in  1939  and  last  year  Hal  Masem 
won  the  145  pound  championship. 

When  the  Nationals  were  held  here  in  1935,  a record 
was  set  in  the  number  of  institutions  represented  and  the 
number  of  individual  contestants.  In  that  year's  matches 
there  were  142  grapplers  representing  42  colleges  and 
universities.  Closest  approach  to  this  number  was  last 
year  at  the  University  of  Illinois  with  112  wrestlers  repre- 
.senting  36  institutions. 


4'he  Nationals  were  also  held  here  in  1933.  1 hat  makes 
three  times  in  the  M National  Intercollegiate  contests 
that  we  have  played  hosts. 

• Oklahoma  Aggies 

No  wrestling  record  in  the  country  can  compare  with 
that  of  Oklahoma  A.  & M.  The  Aggies  have  won  the 
Nationals  every  year  except  1936  since  they  began  in 
1928.  In  19.36  something  went  wrong  and  the  Aggies 
only  got  a third  place.  Oklahoma  university  came  in  first, 
and  Oklahoma  Teachers  finished  second  that  year. 

Oklahoma  university  has  not  done  so  badly  either.  In 
the  past  1 3 competitions  they  have  hung  up  a champion- 
ship, two  seconds,  and  four  third  places.

• Wc  Spoke  With  Mr.  Good- 
man 

Last  month,  we  mentioned  a new 
trend  in  music — a turn  away  from  the 
old  order  of  things,  and  a step  towards 
something  that  has  been  labeled  sym- 
phonic jazz.  We  compared  Benny 
Goodman’s  latest  works  with  those  of 
Artie  Shaw,  Now,  we  have  to  take  it 
all  back. 

On  his  most  recent  trip  to  the  Em 
pire  ballroom,  March  1,  we  cornered 
Mr.  G.  for  a few  minutes  and  had  a 
chat.  Although  our  time  was  very 
limited,  we  learned  quite  a bit  about 
this  new  music  that  Benny  is  playing. 

One  Eddie  Sauter,  arranger  par  ex- 
cellence, has  been  taking  care  of  near- 
ly all  of  B,  G.'s  arrangements,  and  all 
of  this  unusual  music  is  the  combined 
product  of  Goodman  and  Sauter's 
skill. 

We  asked  Benny  what  he  called 
Snpeynian  (Columbia),  and  his  reply 
came,  "It’s  just  something  new  that 
we’re  trying.  If  the  public  likes  it, 
what  the  hell,  we’ll  play  it."  In  spite 
of  all  the  talk  in  the  trade  journals, 
there  is  no  name  for  it  except  Good- 
man Jazz — now  at  its  best. 

d’hose  of  you  who  felt  that  he  was 
not  up  to  snuff  during  Fall  Houseparty 
would  have  been  amazed  at  the  trans- 
formation that  his  unit  has  undergone. 
He  is  still  only  playing  two  engage- 
ments a week,  because  he  is  not  yet 
satisfied.  The  rumors  that  the  New 
York  Philharmonic  might  lure  him 
away  were  false.  He  likes  being  a long 
hair  once  in  a while,  but  his  heart  is  in 
the  popular  field. 

Fletcher  Henderson,  Negro  pianist 
now  on  his  second  venture  as  a band 
leader,  still  comes  around  and  helps 
Mr.  G.  on  the  .score.  Henderson  has  re- 
ceived many  awards  for  his  arrange- 
ments for  the  Goodman  band. 

We  asked  Charlie  Christian  why  his 


boss  played  so  little  boogie  woogie 
music.  His  reply  indicated  that  Good- 
man prefers  to  use  as  much  variety  as 
possible,  and  once  he  starts  to  play  a 
lot  of  one  type  of  music,  his  organiza- 
tion will  come  to  be  knowm  for  that  one 
variety,  and  that  is  his  farthest  wish. 

The  crow'd  out  front  wanted  Sing, 
Sing,  Sing,  .so  we  left  Mr.  Goodman 
wishing  that  we  had  three  hours  to 
talk  to  him,  rather  than  three  minutes, 

* All-Stas'  Band 

B/igle  Call  Rag  and  One  O'  Clock 
Jnn/f)  CVictor)  is  easily  the  best  of 
the  three  records  thus  far  made  by 
"Metronome’s"  poll  winners.  Both 
sides,  especially  Rag,  possess  blasting, 
biting  brass  and  a marvelous  beat. 
Bugle  Call  is  the  better  side  because 
of  its  wealth  of  great  solos.  Goodman’s 
clarinet,  "Bean"  Hawkins’  tenor,  and 
jay  Higginbotham’s  trombone  lead  up 
to  three  successive  trumpet  breaks, 
taken  by  Cootie  Williams,  Ziggy  El- 
man, and  Harry  James,  which  climax 
the  side. 

The  Basie  original  doesn’t  contain 
such  brilliant  soloing,  and  thus  is  a bit 
of  a letdown.  However,  Higgy  and 
James  shine  again,  along  with  some 
fine  Carter  alto  and  Basie  piano.  The 
major  breakdown  on  this  side  is  a stiff, 
repetitious  tenor  .solo  by  the  Hawk — 
never  has  he  recorded  a w'orse  one. 

* Charlie  Barnet 

L/nnhy  and  Phyllysse  (Bluebird). 
L/nnhy,  a palpable  lift  of  the  riffs  used 
in  Count  Basie’s  Tickle-Toe  and  Harry 
James’  Cross  Coiinlry  ]/nnp,  swings 
w'ell.  There  is  nice  ensemble  work  and 
a fine  beat.  Barnet  plays  good  alto,  and 
there  is  some  neat  Spots  Esposito 
trumpeting  as  well  as  tasty  Bill  Miller 
piano.  The  reverse  is  a slow  fox  trot, 
excellently  arranged,  containing  some 
great,  soulful  Barnet  tenoring  along 
with  more  brilliant  ensemble  work. 

* Count  Basie 

Volcano  and  Rocking  the  Bl/ies 
(Okeh).  Volcano  is  a rhumba  played 
in  the  Basie  style,  which  .should  give 
you  an  excellent  idea  of  what  the 
thing  sounds  like.  However,  Buck  Clay- 
ton’s dainty  muted  trumpet  and  the 
Count's  kicksome  piano  are  good.  The 
reverse  has  the  Basie  boys  back  in  their

Superman  features  some 
exceptional  Cootie  Williams  trumpet- 
ang  and  driving  Auld  tenor.  The  saxes 
are  smooth,  the  beat  is  good,  and  the 
brass,  though  still  not  in  a class  with 
the  ’.^6-’39  section,  cuts  .some  nifty 
hgures.  The  coupling  features  Helen 
I'orrest  most  of  the  way,  and  she  turns 
in  a really  great  vocal. 

* Gene  Krupa 

The  Sergeant  W'a.t  Shy  and  He'i 
Gone:  W'ho  and  TuU  Dress  Hop 

(Okeh).  Gone  is  a fast  riff  tune 
with  just  about  everybody  taking  a solo. 
Rudy  Novak’s  trumpet  grabs  the 
b.onors  however.  The  plattermate,  aftei 
a silly  introduction,  finally  gets  going 
and  gives  out  some  good  jazz.  More 
Novak  trumpeting  and  a marvelous 
upper-register  trombone  take  .solo 
honors. 

Tull  Dress  Hop  is  a silly  sort  of  tune 
with  riffs  lifted  from  Basie,  Goodman, 
and  Larry  Clinton.  Excellent  Novak 
horn  and  Sam  Musiker  clary  make  it 
listenable.  W 'ho  is  taken  at  a tremend- 
ous tempo  and  has  good  crisp  ensemble 
work.  There  is  a good  sax  solo  (Clint 
Neagley?)  and  an  astounding  drum 
break  by  Krupa. 

* Benny  Goodman  Septef 

Gone  W'^ith  W ’hat  Draft  and  On  the 
Alamo  (Columbia) . Alamo  is  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  most  beautiful 


numbers  done  by  Benny.  He  plays 
soulful,  delicate  clarinet,  and  the  other 
soloists  (George  Auld,  Cootie  Wil- 
liams, and  Charlie  Christians)  play  in 
gorgeous  restrained  mood.  The  flip- 
over  is  good  but  can’t  touch  Royal  Gar- 
den  Blues,  w'hich  was  cut  earlier  by 
this  group.  There  is  a great  deal  of  en- 
semble riffing  and  fine  solo  work  by 
Benny,  Cootie,  and  Count  Basie.  Jo 
Jones’  tasty,  .solid  drumming  helps  a 
lot. 

* jimmie  Lunceford 

Mixup  and  Blue  Afterglow  (Colum- 
bia) show  otfi  the  best  and  worst  fea- 
tures of  this  great  crew.  Aiixup  is  tak- 
en plenty  fast  and  contains  some  amaz- 
ing trumpet  ensemble  figures.  Solo 
high  spots  are  Willie  Smith’s  sparkling 
alto  and  some  good  Trummy  Young 
tiombone.  Turn  it  over  and  you  get  a 
weak  ballad  that  is  marred  all  the  more 
by  Dan  Grissom’s  vocal,  which  unfor- 
tunately occupies  most  of  the  wax. 

However,  be  on  the  lookout  for  Jim- 
mie’s magnificent  double-sided  version 
of  Dinah,  due  soon.  It  will  probably 
be  his  last  Columbia  disc,  as  he  switches 
back  to  Decca  this  month.

the  man  who  made  the 

Oklahoma  Aggies 

the  nation’s  greatest  wrestlers

A PIONEER  in  the  field  of  American  athletics,  a 
coach  whose  record  is  without  equal  in  national 
intercollegiate  sports,  a man  who  was  one  of  Okla- 
homa’s finest  and  best-loved  athletes,  is  missing  from  the 
nation’s  limelight  this  winter  and  spring. 

Edward  Clark  Gallagher,  who  spent  34  years  on  the 
campus  of  Oklahoma  A.  & M.  College,  29  years  as  a 
staff  member  of  the  athletics  and  physical  education  de- 
partments, and  coached  23  Oklahoma  Aggie  varsity  wre.st- 
ling  teams,  died  last  Augmst  from  pneumonia. 

National  and  international  laurels  showered  on  the 
one-time  Kansas  farm  boy  since  he  enrolled  at  A.  & M. 
College  in  1904.  Born  on  a Kansas  farm  a few  miles 
north  of  the  Oklahoma  border  in  I8S7,  Gallagher  attended 
grade  school  and  the  early  years  of  high  school  at  Perth 
and  Argonia,  Kansas. 

He  spent  a semester  in  the  Medford,  Okla.,  high  school 
before  coming  to  A.  & M.  as  a prep  student  in  the  fall 
of  1904.  It  was  for  his  adopted  state  that  Gallagher  later 
was  to  bring  so  much  recognition  for  his  wrestling  teams 
and  for  Oklahoma  athletes 

Erom  1904  until  his  death,  Ciallagher’s  career  was  a 
record  of  unusual  achievement  During  his  undergradu- 
ate days,  he  was  both  a track  and  football  star.  Receiving 
a degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  electrical  engineering 
from  A.  & M.  in  1909,  the  same  year  he  accepted  the 
position  as  head  track  coach,  assistant  football  coach,  and 
instructor  in  physical  education  classes  at  the  college. 

He  filled  those  three  positions  for  four  years,  leaving 
Stillwater  in  1913  to  become  athletic  director  of  Baker 
University,  Baldwin  City,  Kansas.  Howeser.  he  could 
not  stay  away  from  Stillvsater  for  more  than  two  years. 
,md  in  1915  he  was  back  at  A.  K M as  director  of  physical 
education  and  wrestling  coach. 

He  also  ser\ed  as  track  coach  from  mis  until  1926, 
and  during  the  season  of  1935.  He  retired  trom  the  posi- 
tion as  director  of  men’s  physical  education  in  the  fall 
of  19.38  to  des’Ote  his  whole  time  to  coaching  wrestling. 

One  fact  often  overlooked  is  that  Gallagher  is  the 
whole  history  of  amateur  wrestling  in  Oklahoma.  Since 
he  took  his  first  team  out  of  a gymnastics  class  at  the  col- 
lege in  191b,  the  sport  has  developed  through  the  men 
he  trained  until  it  is  a major  indoor  athletic  activit)'  for  the 
state’s  high  schools  and  colleges,  and  thousands  of  Okla- 
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homa  boys  have  benefited  by  participation  in  the  sport 
tor  more  than  two  decades. 

The  record  of  Gallagher  as  a coach  is  unparalleled.  In 
23  .seasons  of  intercollegiate  dual  meet  competition  against 
all  comers,  he  had  19  undefeated  teams.  His  teams  suf- 
fered only  five  defeats  over  nearly  a quarter  of  a century, 
winning  1 37  dual  meet  victorie.s,  and  being  tied  four  times. 
Aggie  wrestlers  ran  up  a string  of  70  consecutive  wins 
from  1921  until  1932. 

In  national  competition,  A.  <Sc  M.  teams  won  1 1 official 
and  unolificial  National  Intercollegiate  team  championships 
lor  Gallagher  out  of  the  only  13  tournaments  ever  held. 
His  boys  also  claimed  six  National  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  team  titles.  Individually,  Gallagher  developed  69 
national  intercollegiate  and  A.A.U.  titleholders. 

Internationally,  15  of  Gallagher’s  boys  were  members 
of  the  U.  S.  Olympic  teams  of  1924,  1928,  1932  and  1936. 
He  saw  three  of  his  wrestlers  crowned  world  champions, 
Bobby  Pearce  and  Jack  Van  Bebber  at  the  1932  Olympics, 
and  Prank  Lewis  in  the  19,36  Olympics. 

Much  legend  and  fable  naturally  grew  up  around  a man 
so  successful  in  his  field.  It’s  true  that  as  an  athlete  he 
set  track  records  in  the  dashes  that  stood  up  in  Oklahoma 
for  almost  three  decades.  Bob  Ripley  cartooned  the  fact

Another  article  about  Billy 
Sheridan  tor  the  benefit  of  Le- 
high men  seems  quite  unneces- 
sary. We  all  know  the  man,  and  you'll 
agree  there’s  much  to  be  said  about  him 
that  can’t  be  cut  and  dried  for  print. 
But  we  go  right  on  celebrating  Lin- 
coln’s birthday  year  after  year,  .so  a few 
more  cracks  about  the  "beloved  Scotch- 
man" might  be  in  order. 

I’ve  only  know  the  guy  for  thirteen 
years.  When  I met  him  in  New  York 
on  the  occasion  of  the  National  A.  A. 
U.  championships  in  1927,  he  demon- 
strated his  uncanny  judgment  by  point- 
ing out  the  man  who  would  win  the 
title  in  my  class — a full  day  before  the 
tournament  opened.  That  fellow  won 
it; — it  wasn’t  the  writer.  Two  years 
later,  he  demonstrated  the  cross-body 
ride  on  the  rear  .seat  of  an  automobile 
for  a curious  high  school  senior.  That’s 
Billy — he’ll  go  to  the  mat  at  a drop  of 
the  hat  to  get  across  a favorite  hold  or 
move  for  anyone,  anytime,  d'hose  bags 
in  his  knees  aren’t  from  begging  the 
faculty  to  ease  up  on  his  title  contend- 
ers. 

There  have  been  many  gab  sessions 
on  Billy’s  secret  of  success.  I don’t  pro- 
fess to  know,  but  here  are  my  ideas  on 
the  subject.  First  of  all,  Billy  knows 
wrestling.  He  learned  it  the  hard  way 
started  as  a kid  around  the  mills  in 
Scotland  and  became  so  keenly  inter- 
ested that  he  traveled  to  the  major  cities 
of  the  Isles  to  study  the  art  with  some 
of  the  greatest  wrestlers  of  all  time.  At 
seventeen  he  was  a well-schooled  cham- 
pion and  for  the  next  .several  years  pro- 
ceeded to  win  about  as  many  titles  as 
all  of  his  Lehigh  grapplers  together 
have  succeeded  in  winning  over  a per- 
iod of  thirty  years.  The  so  called  "new 
stuff"  leaking  out  of  Oklahoma  today 


was  "old  stulf"  to  our  man  Billy  thirty- 
five  years  ago.  And  ’’the  Scot  ' can 
teach  it  too- -better  than  anyone  I 
know. 

The  "tryout"  system  of  selecting  the 
varsity  has  been  a vital  factor.  Every 
man  on  the  scjuad  knows  that  the  job 
of  making  the  team  is  clearly  his  own. 
The  Lehigh  coach  plays  no  favorites. 
Prep  school  reputation.s,  last  year’s  re- 
cord, Dad’s  connections,  etc.,  wash  out 
when  two  boys  .square  off  to  .settle  the 
question  of  who’s  top  man.  There’s 
no  driving  or  coaxing.  A boy  who  real- 
ly intends  to  win  tryouts  must  train, 
practice  and  improve  or  the  fellow  who 
does  will  soon  have  his  job  in  the  big 
show.  Unique  at  Lehigh  a few  years 
ago,  the  .system  is  used  almost  univer- 
sally today. 

I’ll  get  around  to  the  most  important 
factor  in  Billy’s  "success  .system”  a lit- 
tle later. 

If  there’s  anything  Billy  would 
rather  do  than  wrestle,  it’s  fish.  A.sk 
him  to  tell  you  about  that  day  on  the 
Delaware  last  summer  -he’s  told  every- 
body else  about  it.  It  is  said  that  Billy’s 
"fishing  sy.stem"  leaves  much  to  be  de- 
sired, and  this  from  .some  of  his  clos- 
est pals.  Having  fished  with  Sheridan 
for  some  twenty  years.  Doc.  Ganey 
claims  that  he's  never  actually  seen  him 
catch  a single  sucker,  although  he  has 
on  occasions  turned  up  at  the  end  of 
the  day  with  a fish  or  two.  Further  ex 
planations  are  unnecessary. 

Billy  no  longer  scouts  his  opponents, 
(except  in  rare  cases  where  an  upstart 
like  Penn  starts  to  bowl  over  the  favor- 
ites) . He  doesn’t  have  to.  Before  a 
tough  meet  you’ll  hear  odd  bits  of  ad- 
vice floating  around  the  practice  room 
. . "that  State  1.^5  pounder  likes  Booth’s 
stuff”,  or  "the  Cornell  captain  works 


legs  like  Engle,  but  always  on  the  left 
side."  A curious  Erosh  inquires  "who’s 
Booth  and  Engle Never  met  ’em." 
An  upper  class  veteran  counters,  "it’s 
about  time  you  did.  Tho.se  guys  grad- 
uated years  ago,  but  come  over  in  the 
corner  and  I’ll  show  you  their  favorite 
moves.  Their  ’stuff’  might  win  you  a 
title.  See  their  names  up  there  on  the 
wall.^’’  The  varsity  men  review  their 
les.sons  as  the  Ero.sh  .scans  the  list  of 
champs  on  the  wall  and  proceeds  to  the 
corner,  perhaps  to  master  a hold  that 
will  place  his  name  with  the  others. 

Our  coach  doesn’t  guard  his  secrets. 
He’s  taught  hundreds  of  boys  and 
coaches  throughout  the  country  at  clin- 
ics, in  hotel  rooms  (after  the  tourna- 
ments) and  in  his  summer  .school  at 
Saylor’s  Lake.  Some  of  his  pupils  are 
now  on  opposing  teams  using  Sher- 
idan’s style  against  the  master.  State’s 
crack  121  pounder,  Penn’s  128  pound 
champ,  and  lots  of  others  have  made 
things  miserable  for  Lehigh’s  grap- 
plers, but  Billy  doesn’t  mind.  Did  you 
.see  Sheridan  cry  when  Jimmy  Reed 
brought  his  first  Princeton  team  to 
Taylor  gym  and  four  of  them  rolled 
out  over  the  inside  shoulder  to  escape 
from  Lehigh  grips?  You  did  not.  He 
got  a thrill  out  of  that.  He  had  an  apt 
pupil  in  Reed,  and  Jimmy  passed  it 
along.  Sure  the  .score  is  important  to 
Billy  but  so  are  human  values  and 
sentimental  satisfactions. 

If  you  want  a line  on  next  year’s 
Lehigh  team,  prospects  at  Yale  in  194.^, 
the  proper  break  for  a split  scis.sors, 
and  so  on,  drop  in  on  Mrs.  Sheridan. 
Not  a lot  of  idle  go,ssip  here,  and  she’s 
not  just  relaying  her  husband’s  ideas. 
She  sleeps,  eats  and  loves  wrestling, 
and  believe  me,  she  knows  what  it’s  all 
about.  She  has  told  me  off  the  record 
that  the  master’s  all  wet  on  this  or 
that,  over-rates  so  and  so,  or  can’t  seem 
to  .see  the  championship  qualifications 
in  that  awkward  freshman  heavy- 
weight. Think  she’s  had  something  to 
do  with  Billy’s  success?  1 do. 

I’m  looking  forward  to  Billy’s  selec- 
tion as  head  coach  of  the  United  States 
Olympic  wrestling  team.  Sure  he  was 
alternate  coach  in  19.^6  and  that’-> 
something.  Allowing  that  former 
coaches  Cann,  Otopalik  of  Iowa  State, 
Thom  of  Indiana,  and  all  the  rest  of 
them  have  plenty  on  the  ball,  none  has 
a .sounder  background  in  fundamentals

LENGTH  OF  MATCHES 

All  first  place  matches  in  tournaments  shall  consist 
three  three-minute  bouts.  The  first  three-minute  boi 
shall  start  from  the  neutral  position  with  both  contestan 
on  their  feet.  A fall  in  the  first  three-minute  bout  te 
minates  the  match.  If  neither  contestant  secures  a fi 
in  the  first  three-minute  bout,  the  referee  shall  stop  tl 
bout,  toss  a coin,  and  the  winner  of  the  toss  may  elect 
go  behind  or  underneath  in  the  re'*^e.''ee’s  position  on 
mat  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  three-minute  boL 
At  the  expiration  of  the  second  three-minute  bout  ti 
referee  shall  reverse  the  position  of  the  contestants. 

If  a contestant  secures  a fall  in  the  second  threi 
minute  period,  this  terminates  only  the  second  threi 
minute  bout.  When  a fall  occurs  in  a second  three-minu 
bout,  the  third  bout  is  terminated  at  the  elapsed  time  > 
which  the  fall  terminated  the  previous  bout. 

Example:  “A"  wins  fall  in  second  three-minute  boi 
with  “B"  in  two  minutes.  The  third  three-minute  boi 
IS  really  only  two  m.inutes  in  lengih,  as  it  w'ould  be  in 
possible  for  “B"  to  win  this  bout  after  the  two  minuti 
have  elapsed. 

If  no  fall  occurs  in  any  of  the  three-rninute  bouts  tt 
referee  shall  award  the  match  to  the  contestant  who  h. 
scored  the  greatest  number  of  points.  In  case  of  tie 
number  of  points  the  referee  shall  call  for  extra  penc 
bouts.  If  the  match  is  still  a tie  after  the  extra  peric 
bouts  in  tournament  matches,  the  referee  shall  name  tf 
winner  basing  his  decision  on  superior  wrestling  abili 
and  aggressiveness  shown.  In  dual  periods  the  match  sha 
be  declared  a draw. 

FALL 

Both  shoulders  of  the  defensive  wrestler  rriust  be  hel 
in  continuous  contact  with  the  mat  for  a frjll  two  seconc 
before  a fall  is  awarded.  The  two-second  count  shall  nc 
start  until  the  referee  is  in  such  position  that  he  ca 
see  clearly  that  both  shoulders  are  touching  the  mat.

TAKEDOWN  2 POINTS 

Whenever  a contestant  brings  iiis  opponent  to  the  mat 
while  the  supporting  points  of  his  own  body  are  on  the 
wrestling  mat  he  has  earned  the  position  of  advantage. 
As  soon  as  he  has  full  control  he  is  awarded  two  points 
for  a takedown. 

REVERSAL  2 POINTS 

If  a wrestler  in  a defensive  position  on  the  mal  gams  a 
position  of  advantage  he  is  awarded  two  poini-s  ^or  a 
reversal  of  position. 

ESCAPE  1 POINT 

If  the  defensive  wrestler  escapes  from  his  position  and 
IS  free  from  his  opponent,  the  defensive  wrestler  is 
awarded  one  point.  They  then  continue  to  wrestle  from 
a standing  position. 

TIME  ADVANTAGE  1 POINT 

for  each  minute,  but  no  more  than  2 POINTS 

Each  timekeeper  records  the  accumulated  time-ad- 
vantage of  the  contestant  to  whom  he  has  been  assigned 
by  the  referee.  At  the  end  o^  the  match  the  referee 
subtracts  the  lesser  time-advantage  from  the  greater  The 
wrestler  with  one  minute  or  i7io"e  of  time  ad./antage  is 
awarded  one  point  for  each  mmute,  but  not  mom  tlmn 
two  points. 

NEAR  FALL  4 POINTS 

A near  fall  is  a situation  in  which  the  offensive  v/restler 
has  control  of  his  opponent  in  a pinning  combination  and 
a fall  IS  imminent.  The  offensive  wrestler  is  awarded  four 
points  for  a near  fall. 

Whenever  the  above  occurs  and  both  shoulders  of  the 
defensive  wrestler  are  in  contact  with  the  mat,  the  referee 
shall  count  for  a fall  <and  the  fall  is  not  completed • this 
shall  bo  scored  as  a near  fall.  Other  interpretations  of 
the  near  fall  coming  within  this  definition  are  at  the

that  Gallagher  himself  never  wrestled 
a match  in  his  life.  And,  he  once  coach- 
ed a boy  by  correspondence  to  a Can- 
adian national  championship. 

But,  Gallagher  had  no  secret  train- 
ing methods.  He  had  no  radical  feeding 
formulas,  although  he  studied  the  re- 
action of  various  diets.  Nor  could  he 
tell  the  sex  of  an  unborn  child  by  lis- 
tening to  its  mother’s  heartbeats,  as 
often  claimed. 

The  little  Irishman  was  first  and 
foremost  a progressive.  Not  having 
competed  in  the  sport  himself,  it  was 
easy  to  break  away  from  tradition.  He 
made  a thorough  study  of  the  sport 
from  ancient  times,  kept  what  he 
thought  was  worthwhile  and  discarded 
the  remainder.  He  applied  scientific 
principles  of  leverages  he  learned  in 
his  engineering  courses.  And,  he  was 


careful  in  his  .selection  of  candidates 
for  his  teams. 

Condition,  nine  times  out  of  ten, 
won  more  matches  for  the  Aggies  than 
anything  else.  Then,  when  other 
coaches  learned  how  to  choose  their 
athletes  and  properly  condition  them, 
Gallagher  was  still  ahead  of  them  on 
the  development  of  various  holds. 

Gallagher  and  Oklahoma  boys  added 
more  tactics  to  wrestling  in  the  last 
15  years  than  all  the  other  American 
coaches  and  wrestlers  combined  in  the 
history  of  the  sport  in  the  United 
States. 

Guiding  principle  behind  Gallag- 
her's constant  ambition  for  better 
wrestling  and  more  improved  methods 
was  his  old  axiom,  "I'here  never  was 
a horse  that  couldn’t  be  rode,  nor  a 
man  that  couldn’t  be  throwed.”
